In other budget areas, remain- Smeltzer, 
ing expenses of the department 
went up about 1,2 percent. Most 
significant increases occur in the 
textbook and supplies item, with 
a total of $48,000 required this 
year, compared to $43,000 a year 
ago. Plant operation and main- 
tenance expenses went up only 
$1,000, to $123,300. Auxiliary 
agencies - libraries, health, trans- 
portation and tuition - went from 
$71,534 to $77,933. Transportation 
was the biggest factor in this in- 
crease. 

Insurance, budgeted for the first 
time this year, was responsible 
for 1.15 percent of the over-all 
increase. Some $15,000 will be 
needed for the contributory in- 
surance program, which last year 
was paid for from thegeneral town 
budget. Supt. Erickson said the 
town manager wanted to have the 
school department’s share of this 
insurance appear in the budget 
separately.

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EINTORIAL THOUGHTS

A Real Saving 


Town Manager Thomas E. Duff and Water Supt. Donald 
Bassett, and the voters who supported them at the town 
meeting last March, are to be congratulated. 

When they proposed, and the voters adopted, an article 
for the expenditure of some $12,000 to lay a big water 
pipe underneath Route 495 at the time of construction, a 
substantial saving resulted, 

The pipe is now being installed — some 290 feet of it — 
at a cost that will approach $10,000. The cost of this pro- 
ject in the future, once the road is constructed, would 
have been at least $39,000. 

This major water installation is part of the master plan 
for our water system — and will be the main carrying line 
for water from the mouth of Fish Brook to the Haggetts’ 
Pond reservoir. Most predictions indicate that this source 
will be needed in about five years. Of course, additional 
pipe will be installed at that time, but this connecting 
link will be in place, at a cost substantially less than 
would be the case five years from now. 

This forward-looking step deserves our attention and 
our appreciation. 


Gravel Pits - A Potential Menace 


The great rush for gravel pits is underway. 

As predicted during the past two years, construction of 
Route 495 is producing the demand for permits to remove 
gravel — and the town should be extremely cautious in 
granting them. 

There are cases in which the town’s watershed at Hag- 
gett’s Pond is threatened; there are still other locations 
that might tum into great sunken amphitheatres, if removal 
is allowed. 

Thankfully, the Selectmen appear to be aware of the 
problems. ['hrough the sub-committee on gravel pits — with 
Selectmen William Stewart, James D. Wilson and Russell 
G. Doyle — a careful inspection of all proposed sites is 
carried out. Petitioners have to provide adequate maps, 
stake out the areas and provide reasonable assurance that 
the work will be done in conformance with rules and regu- 
lations laid down by the town. 

Hearings are being held properly on all the requests, 
unkke the situation just over three years ago when at 
least one controversial pit was allowed, without a hearing. 

As in so many problems confronting the town, the gravel 
pits that may become eye-sores are those, in general, that 
are being requested by high-powered construction firms 
‘who do not have any special sense of loyalty to the com- 
munity. They’re here only as long as they must stay to 
compleve a job, then they take off. Under these conditions, 
some firms do not intend to do any more than they are 
forced to do in terms of restoring areas to a proper grade, 
loaming and seeding. 

To date, we believe, the Selectmen have been doing a 
thorough job. 

Now they must be even more careful in their approach to 
requests for gravel pits. 

If the members of the Board feel that the town would 
be, in any way, defaced; or if any of its natural resources 
such as the water supply are endangered, there should be 
no hesitation in saying a forceful ‘*‘No’’ to the petitioners. 

We believe the town will be heartily in accord with a 
tough policy, even though this may, at some times, be in- 
convenient to the contractors building the highways. I.ong 
after these people are finished in the town, we’ll have to 
put up with the results of their work — so let’s be certain 
that stringent control is exercised. 


Make Use Of Experts 


One of the proposals made recently by the manager 
makes a lot of sense — he suggests making the tree 
department a separate entity as far as its professional 
work is concerned. 

The town is lucky to have one of the few certified 
arborists in the state working as foreman of the tree de- 
partment. Thus it seems sensible to put him in charge of 
that department, so that his extensive knowledge and ex- 
perience can be used to best advantage. 

The manager has also proposed that this separate tree 
division or department remain under the general control of 
the department of public works. This will give the super- 
intendent an opportunity to use the manpower during 
storms, when all hands must work on plowing, sanding, 
etc, 

This seems to be a logical division of authority, leaving 
the tree department alone, under its own capable head, 
except in times of emergency.

Buying, Selling Or 


Improving Your Home 


(This is one in a series of 
articles on federal income tax 
filing. These articles are basedon 
information provided by the Mas=- 
sachusetts Society of Certified 
Public Accountants.) 

In today’s economy, with con- 
stantly rising prices and land 
values, it is quite common for the 
family man to look upon his home 
as an investment. Not that he 
entertains the idea of selling it 
necessarily, but at least he knows 
that it will probably climb in value, 
and that he could then sell it if he 
wanted to. However, as an invest= 
ment, the ownership of a home 
differs in many respects from the 
ownership of stocks or bonds, and 
these differences have important 
tax implications that you shouldbe 
aware of, 

Changing Your Residence 

If you sell your house (which is 
your principal residence) at a 
profit and move to anew house, you 
may not have to pay tax on the 
profit. Let’s say you bought a house 
five years ago for $15,000, which 
you sold last year for $20,000. 
Since you held the house for more 
than six months, the profit of $5,000 
is taxable as a long-term capital 
gain at a maximum rate of 25 per 
cent. However, if you move into a 
new house either one year beforeor 
one year after the sale, and if the 
new house costs $20,000 or more, 
then you pay no tax on the $5,000 
profit. If you are having the new 
house built for yourself and con 
struction begins either one year 
before or one year after the sale 
of the old house, then the period of 
replacement is extended to 18 
months from date of sale, providing 
you occupy it within that period. 

The important point here is that 
the new house must cost as much 
or more than the amount you 
receive for the old house. If it 
cost only $19,000, you must pay 
the long-term capital gains tax on 
the balance of $1,000. The amount 
received for the old house is the 
selling price less expenses of sale 
(such as commissions, advertising 
and legal services) and may be 
further reduced by certain types 
of ‘‘fixing-up’® expenses incurred 
shortly before the sale, as dis- 
cussed below. 

You could actually sell your 
house at a profit and buy anew one 
every few years without paying a 
tax on the profit, but you aren't 
really avoiding the tax, you are 
merely postponing it. The cumula~- 
tive gain will be taxed when the 
last house is finally sold without 
being replaced (unless thehouseis 
not sold until after your death, by 
your heirs or estate). The total cost 
on which the gain will be figured 
will be the amount you have in- 
vested in the house over the years. 
For example, you originally in- 
vested $15,000 in a house. You sell 
the house for $20,000 and buy a new 
one for $22,000. Your tax cost for, 
the $22,000 house is now $17,000 
($22,000 less the gain of $5,000 on 
the sale of the old house.) What- 
ever you sell it for above $17,000 
will be a taxable gain. 

If you sold your house during 
the year and haven't yet purchased 
another, but plan to do so before 
the replacement period elapses, 


you must give the details of the sale 


on Schedule D of Form 1040. You 
need not report the gain. When you 
do replace your house within the 
required period, you should advise 
your local District Director of 
Internal Revenue in writing. If you 
change your mind and decide not to 
buy another house you must file an 
amended return for the year of sale 
of your old house to report any gain. 
Expenses Of Owning.A House 

A home owner is usually in a 
more advantageous tax position 
than a person who rents. This is 
because home owners who elect to 
itemize their deductions rather 
than use the standard 10 percent 
deduction are allowed to deduct 
interest and property taxes paid 
during the year. They can also 
deduct the loss on damage to their 
house and grounds resulting from 
a fire, storm, earthquake, or other 
casualty (this was discussed inthe 
first article of the series.) Tax- 
payers who rent their homes from 
others undoubtedly are paying for 
these costs by rent, but they can~ 
not claim any tax deduction. 
Home. Improvements & Repairs 

Repairs to your home are con= 
sidered personal expenses. They 
are not deductible, and for tax 
purposes, do not increase the cost 
of your house. Although repairs and 
maintenance costs are not de- 
ductible, they canbe used to reduce 
the amount which must be spenton 
a new house in order to postpone 
payment of tax on the gain. How- 
ever, this only applies to such 
costs if they are incurred within 
90 days before contracting to sell 
the house, or paid within 30 days 
after, 

Improvements to your house are 
not deductible either, but they do 


increase the cost of your house.: 


This is an important point to re~ 
member when planning to sell your 
house. To determine the amount 
you will gain from the sale of your 
house, add the cost of improve~ 
ments youhaye made tothe original 
cost of the house and subtract the 
total from the selling price. If you 
bought it for $15,000, added $2,000 
worth of improvements, and sold 
it for $20,000, your gain would be 
$3,000. 

When you invest in a home, it is 
almost like investing in a business. 
To be able to take advantage of the 
legitimate tax considerations you 
are entitled to, you will need to 
keep accurate records of your 
various expenditures. So don’t for- 
get to save your paid bills from 
year to year.

Economic Diplomacy 


Is League Topic 


Economic Diplomacy at home 
and abroad will be the subject 
for discussion Jan. 17 and 19, by 
the League of Women Voters. 

Despite a general public accep= 
tance of the need for world devel- 
opment, despite the leadership of 
influential Americans in and out 
of government on behalf of econom= 
ic development assistance, thereis 
still irresolution in the formula= 
tion of U.S. foreign economic pro= 
grams of trade and aid and in the 
appropriation of monies for eco- 
nomic development. 

The irresolution stems in part 
from a kind of ‘‘conflict of eco- 
nomic interest’? and ‘‘conflict of 
political attitude,’* according to 
the League. These conflicts rep~ 
resent concern over the proper 
function of government, over what 
we can afford to do as a nation, 
over programs which may displace 
certain industries and work hard- 
ships on communities. They also 
represent concern over the best 
ways and means to assist in the 
job of economic development. 

The Andover League group, 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Paul Crane, has been studying the 
present crisis of the inbalance of 
payments; how to finance economic 
development adequately and effect~ 
ively, and how private United States 
investment can best be promoted in 
the developing countries. 

The discussion group will try 
to find some answers to questions 
such as: Are programs being de- 
signed to fill long-range commit- 
ments? Are they providing suffi- 
cient funds to insure progress to= 
ward self-sustained economic 
growth? Is the sharp outflow of 
gold being stopped and how?
